go Monday that he proposed to as- 
sist farmers "actively and energet- 
ically" lo promote their 
welfare 


through co-operative marketing, the 
audience was on its feel, stamping 
and cheering. 


.The president was given the clos- 


est attention when he stated in very 
.plain terms that he is opposed 
to 


proposals thai the government, sell 
and 'buy farm products or lix pric- 
es directly or indirectly, and 
en- 


dorsed the |i!vr.cnt tariff. 


Not all farm leaders will agree 


with the president's views, but they 
will at least have'to graui that 
he 


did not equivocate or speak in glit- 
tering generalities, lie 
spoke 
his 


mind openly and without 
reserva- 


tion. 


The Farm Bureau leaders disagree 


with the president 
regarding 
the 


tariff. They reason that they should 
•he .placed un the same basis as the 
manufacturer with respect to 
the 


tariff. It is llieir argument that the 
tariff is of no benelil because 
the 


price of their products is fixed 
by 


what they receive for their surplu* 
and therefore is governed entire by 
a foreign market. 


The president produced statistics 


to uphold his contention that pres-
